GOOD YIELDS REPORTED 

This has been a good year for! 
wheat. It stooled out well, and| 
ripened in good time. In another! 
column we have mentioned the| 
magnificent yield experienced by 
Mr Ole Christensen. south of town, 
of 52 bushels per acre on 70 acres, 
the variety being Red Fife. Mr E. 
E. Green, manager of the Strath- 
more Farm Company, finished 
threshing 300 acres on Saturday 
last, the aver: ge for which was 35 
bushels per acre. He had at the/ 
time other six hundred acres of 
wheat tothresh, and it is turning out 
quite’ as well, and it is therefore 
probable that his whole nine hundred 
acres will keep up to the average 
set Mr IF. J. Hartell, four miles 
west of town, averaged 33 bushels 
per acre on 300 acres chreshed, 
Mr H. O. Massett, south is report- 
ed to have averaged 44 bushels per 
acre on goacees. Mr C. Falkuer 
214 miles north, averaged 35 bush- 
els on 50 acres. Mr Wm. Saar, 
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acres, while Mr Robt. West, east 
of town, averaged 4o bushels with 
Marquis wheat and 34 with Red 
Fife. 


Barley has turned out good, 
thongh not setting as good an 
average as wheat. The biggest 


yield we have heard of yet is that 
of Mr J. Nelson, south of town, 
whose crop averaged 59 bushels 
per acre. The barley throughout 
is of very good quality, 

Oats have been rather a 
disappointing crop this year, and 
the ‘threShing returns have not 
corresponded with the expectations 
aroused b? the look of the fields. 
The quality of the grain is high, 
and there are some very good 
yields, but the‘average will not be 
as high as had been expected. 
The dry spell in June is said to 
have affected the growth of oats, 

There is not much flax in the dis- | 
trict this season, and none has been 
threshed yet. However, what 
there isypf4t i¢ said to be very good.

Mr. Brewster had the half sec- 
tion of the tree containing the script 
remvuved and taken to his home. The 
face has been covered with varnish 
in order to prese-ve as well as possi- 
ble the only known trace cf that fa- 
mous round the world passage, 

Mr. Gibbon was apprised 
Brewster's find while he was at Banff 
a few days ago, throu, his efforts 
to locate records ot David Thompson 
geographer, in the early days of the 
west, to the North W st Trading Co., 
the great rival of the Hudson's Bay 
Company. .e had been referred to 
Mr. Brewster, and while questioning 
the latter alout the trails used by 
Thompson in his explorations, was 
shown the half section of timber bear- 
ing the inscription described above 
The inscription is now being 
rraphed so that topies may be dems 
ited at Ottawa and the museums of 
various historical societies 

The life of the veteran 
‘traders is one of the most pictures- 
que in Canadian history It is the 
story of a man cf definite convictions, 
of unremittant vigor, of firm loyalty, 
and where it concerned the govern- 
ment of those under him, stern jus- 
tice. He came to the north west in

By 
time of the Papineau rebellion of 1837- 
38 he had so shown his ability to man-

Durin the 
Papineau and Mackenzie revellions he 


stood as a staunch loyalist, bending |

In 1841 he took up his tour of the 
world, leaving London, 
March 3 of that year. With canoe 
and pack horse he crossed the conti- 
nent. took ship from Fort 
for Siberia, and reached Londo: on 
his return jouruey in 
months, 26 days from his time of 
starting. Compared with this journey 
is the recent i.chievement of John H 
Mears in completing a tour of the 
world just uncer 36 days. 

In 1849 Sir George Simpson retired 
from activ: government of the colony, 
leaving a local governor in charge. 

During the years from 1838 on 


there had been considerable feeilng in| 


Canada that those lands in the north- 
west not actually owned by the Hud- 
son Bay Company, but held under li- 
cense for trading, shuuld be thrown 
open for settlement, This 
reached its beight shortly before the 
date when the license would come up 
for its second renewal A committee 
was appointed by the British Govern- 
ment to investigate.

Agricultural School, 
Olds, Septr.

Dear Sir,—It will be very grati- 
fying to all those who are interested 
in agriculture in the Province, to 
know that prospects for the Provin- 
cial Schools of agriculture are 
indeed very bright. 

Principal Elliott of the Olds 
School has been looking over the 
field somewhat in the last two 
weeks, and anticipates that there 

ill be anywhere trom 50 to 65 
> udents in attendance at the Olds 
School during the coming winter. 

The work it 1s planned is 
indeed very practical, covering stock 
judging, teed and management, as 
well as a thorough study of the 
various soil and crop conditiors of 
Alberta. In addition to this, there 
wil] be a complete course in black- 
smithing, carpentry work, and also 
in gasoline engines. 

The main object of the course is 
to train young men that they 
may the better understand the 
ordinary conditions of the farms in 
Alberta. 

Up to date, some 50 students 
jhave indicated their intention of 
attending the school, and applica- 
tions are coming every day. 

It will not be possible for Princi- 
pal Elliott to visit all the districts 
from which have come letters of 
enquiry with regard to these agri- 
cultural schools, and so he would 
like all students who desire intorma- 
tion about the school or who wish 
}to attend, to write to him in care 
} of the School of Agriculture, Olds, 
| Alberta, ° 

Prospects in connection with the 
Domestic Science Course are also 
}very bright and it is anticipated 
| that from 25 to 26 young ladies will 
javail themselves of this course.

MIXED FARMING 


Important Growth In Western Live 
Stock Herds 

It is encouraging to learn from the 
Toronto Globe correspondent in the 
West that Southern Alberta farmers 
are turning to mixed farming. During 
the spring the firet mixed farming 
convention was held at Lethbridge 
Dr. Rutherford, ex-Dominion Live 
Stock Commissioner, talked about 
feeding beef cattle; Prof. Elliott of 
the C.P.R. farm at Strathcona spoke 
about dairying, and Mr. W. F.. Stevens, 
Live Stock Commissioner for Alberta 
spoke about swine; but nothing was 
said about the use of tractor engines 
or the best way to grow grain. 
Throughout Alberta this feeling in 
favor of live stock is growing, as the 
figures published a short time ago by 
The Globe show. It was shown that, 
as compared with 1,735,900 head of 
horses, swine, sheep and cattle, in 
cluding beef and dairy breeds, at the 
beginning of 1912 there were in Al 
berta at the beginning of 1913 some 
2,405,896 head.

BIG STEEL PLANT 


‘To be Built Near Montreal by English 
Capital 


The big industrial corporations of 
Great Britain and the United States 
are realizing the significance of the 
rapidly-growing markets of Canada 
The firm of Armstrong, Whitworth & 
Co. Limited has officially announced 
its intention to erect a steel works 
establishment on the south ehore of 
the St. Lawrence River, directly op 
posite Montreal, east and southeast 
of the town of Longueull. Two hun 
dred and fifty acres of land have 
been purchased at a cost of $400,000; 
the water frontage of this property 
extends two thousand feet. 

Tenders have been received and 
contracts will be immediately award- 
ed for the erection of the first series 
of buildings, which will cover 70 acres; 
the estimated cost is $1,000,000, and 
{the plant will be in running order 
in a@ year's time, giving employment 
‘to 600 men, This number will be in- 
creased to 5,000 two years hence. 

The tenders call for the erection of 


a large building, five hundred feet in 


Jength, of concrete and steel, to 
gether with a number of other lesser 
structures. Lock gates, steel barges, 
and, in fact, everything large and smal! 
requiring the best quality of steel will 
be turned out of the Longueuil works. 

The Armsrong, Whitworth Com 
pany Limited, at Elswick, near New- 
castle-on-Tyne, England, employs over 
25,000 men; at Manchester, over 5,000 
Later on, it is proposed to establish 
subsidiary concerns to which the par- 
ent company will supply the raw ma- 
terial. But for the Canadian tariff 
Canada would not secure this indus- 
try with the livelihoods for workmen 
which it will bring with it,

Men with large ideas 
and small means will be encouraged 
to start manufacturing in one of these 
The rent being nominal, the 
light and power supplied at 
cost, they practicaily only to 
provide the particular tools, machin- 
ery and furniture of their specialty. 
Of course, only applicants approved 
by the committee of management will 
be given accommodation in the 
building and their therein 
is strictly limited, so that a success- 
ful and growing business must per- 
force seek outside quarters for ex- 
pansion, thereby making room for an- 
other beginner.

| We know that it is electricity—which 
is another way of sayu., we don't | 
know because we don’t know what 
electricity is. But we do have a gen- 
eral idea of what lightning does to 
make the thunder. There is electric- 
ity in the air all the time. Some- 
times we feel it more than we do at 
others—or at least we are more cons- 
‘cious of it being there at one time 
than at another. This is due to the 
condition of the atmosphere. If a 
good breeze is blowing and the mix- 
ture of water and gas and dust that, 
we call air is kept stirring we don't 
feel the electricity much. 

But if there is not much of a breeze 
the air feels heavy and oppressive and 
| seems to be filled with moisture. It 
| is. It is filled with tiny part-cles of 
water we call droplets which, when 
in large groups are rain clouds and 
when these clouds run into a cool stra- 
ta of air they ccadense and form rain 
drops. 

These droplets are curious things— 
‘curious because they are so small, It 
| takes 300 trillion of them to make one 
drop of rain. And it ‘s in the making 
of the drops of rain that the lightning 
comes, The surface of every droplet 
is covered with electricity. This 
brings out another curious fact. When 
you take two balls of the same size 
and make one ball of them you find 
that the surface of the one big ball is

HUGE IMPORTS 
FROM THE STATES 


We Should Keep at | at Home More of 
the $415,000,000 That Goes Across 
the Line Annually 
According to a Washington govern- 
ment report the United States during 
the fiscal year 1912-18 exported $415,- 
000,000 worth of goods to Canada, an 
increase of $86,000,000 over the pre- 
vious year, and of nearly $200,000,000 
over the year before that. That is to 
say, in three years our imports from 
the republic have practically doubled. 
In that period our purchases of Ameri- 
can freight and passenger cars have 
jumped from $660,000 to $5,833,000; 
our imports of automobiles from $3,- 
838,000 to $9,250,000; copper pigs, bars, 
etc., from less than $1,000,000 to over 
$6,500,000; steel rails, from less than 
$1,000,000 to nearly $4,000,000; mea 

cloths, from $750,000 to $2,500,000; 
comotives, from $250,000 to over Pos 
000,000; structural iron and steel, from 
tess than $3,000,000 to over $9,000,000; 
metal-working machinery, from $333,- 
000 to $2,333,000; agricultural imple- 
ments, from $3,333,000 to practically 
$7,000,000; pipes and fittings, from 
$1,500,000 to over $4,000,000; leather 
boots and shoes, from $1,250,000 to 
over $8,000,000; and illuminating oll, 
from about $500,000 in 1910 to over 
$1,000,000 in 1913. 

In raw materials and foodstuffs the 
increase is less pronounced. Raw cot- 
ton, of which the exports to Canada 
amounted to nearly $9,000,000 in 1913, 
shows practically no increase in value 
during the three years in question, 
though a slight increase in quantity. 
Corn, which amounted to $4,000,000 
in 1910, was $4,760,000 in 1918; un- 
manufactured tobacco, $1,760,000 in 
1910, $2,730,000 in 1918; lard, $1,250,000 
in 1910, $1,250,000 in 1913; wheat, $2,- 
833,000 in 1910, $750,000 in 1913; coal 
shows a marked increase from $31,- 
600,000 in 1910 to $53,260,000 in 1913, 
the value being about equally divided 
between anthracite and bituminous, 

Now that the United States has 
overtaken its internal demand for 
manufactures, its industrial concerns 
are entering more decisively into the 
competition for foreign markets. But 
for a protective tariff Canada would 
have been the first to feel and suffer 
from that policy. Even as it is, the 
course of trade shows that the contigu- 
ity of the Dominion has to a consider- 
able extent counterbalanced the effect 
of import duties. No patriotic citizen 
wants to see the Dominion exchanging 
Taw materials for manufactured pro- 
ducts, His desire is to have these 
raw materials utilized in Canadian 
industy ies. 

It will be a great thing for Canada 
when we can produce and manufacture 
@ greater proportion of this $415,000,- 
000 worth of goods here at home. 
The proved policy of moderate pro- 
tection is our chief guarantee that we 
thall be able to do so, It is forcing 
American capitalists to invest millions 
c@ dollars in industries all over 
‘Canada.
